PROJECT  TITLE:  2003.1274E:  1469  Pacific  Avenue-Proposed  conversion  and  expansion  of  a 
warehouse/office  building  into  eleven  residential  units  with  ground-floor  office. 

PROJECT  DESCRIPTION:  The  8,764-square-foot  project  site  is  located  at  1469  Pacific  Avenue 
(Assessor's  Block  0185/Lot  029)  in  the  Nob  Hill  neighborhood,  on  the  south  side  of  Pacific  Avenue  near 
the  southeast  corner  of  Larkin  Street  and  Pacific  Avenue.  The  proposed  project  would  entail  the 
expansion  of  a  32-foot-tall,  16,000-gross-square-foot  (gsf),  two-story  warehouse  building  with  a  5,030- 
gsf  ground  floor  into  a  65-foot-tall  six-story,  4 1,625-gsf  building  with  eleven  residential  units  and  3,300- 
gross-square-feet  of  office  on  the  ground  floor.  The  office  space  would  be  located  on  the  first-floor  on  the 
Pacific  Avenue  (north)  side  and  residential  units  would  be  located  on  the  second  through  sixth  floors. 
Off-street  parking  would  be  located  on  the  first  floor  in  an  eleven-space  garage  which  would  be  accessed 
from  Pacific  Avenue.  The  residential  units  would  be  accessed  from  doorways  on  Pacific  Avenue. 
Constructed  in  1921,  the  building  is  a  Category  C  Historic  Resource.  The  site  is  within  a  NC-2  (Small- 
Scale  Neighborhood  Commercial)  Zoning  District  and  a  65-A  Height/Bulk  District.  A  building  permit  is 
required.

On  May  20,  2004,  the  San  Francisco  Planning  Department  mailed  a  Notification  of  Project  Receiving 
Environmental  Review  for  a  proposed  residential  building  project  at  1461  Pacific  Avenue  to  neighboring 
residents,  community  groups,  and  other  interested  parties.  This  notification  stated  the  Department  would 
appreciate  receiving  public  comments  about  issues  to  be  addressed  in  the  environmental  review  by  June  2, 
2004.  It  has  come  to  the  attention  of  the  Department  that  this  document  did  not  arrive  at  many  addresses 
until  Saturday,  May  29,  2004.  The  notification  also  incorrectly  stated  that  the  project  site  is  near  the 
southwest  corner  of  Polk  Street  and  Pacific  Avenue,  instead  of  the  southeast  corner  of  Larkin  Street  and 
Pacific  Avenue. 


In  view  of  these  problems,  we  are  hereby  sending  a  new  Notification  of  Project  Receiving  Environmental 
Review,  which  supersedes  the  notice  dated  May  20,  2004.  Please  note  that  the  project  site  is  now 
correctly  described  as  being  near  the  southeast  corner  of  Larkin  Street  and  Pacific  Avenue.  The  new 
deadline  for  submitting  comments  on  issues  to  be  addressed  in  the  environmental  review  is  June  18,  2004. 

Lastly,  please  be  aware  that  by  the  notice  we  are  soliciting  comments  on  potential  physical  environmental 
effects  of  the  proposal.  Opportunities  to  comment  on  the  other  aspects  of  the  proposal  will  be  afforded 
through  the  Discretionary  Review  and  Building  Permit  processes. 
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
